TOKYO—(AP)—Gen. Mac 


Arthur paid a surprise visit 
to the fighting front in Korea 
today and found "everything 
going well." 


The United Nations com- 


mander jeeped to within 2,000 
yards of the battle line south 
of Chunchon. More than 200,- 
000 Chinese Reds were 
massed along that line for a 
last-ditch defense of the base 
they must hold to stay below 
Parallel 38. 
. MacArthur returned to To- 
kyo Saturday night. 


In the air, an F-80 Shooting 
Star jet and a Russian-type 
MIG jet collided Saturday and 
plunged to the ground. Both 
pilots were presumed dead. 
The collision came during a 
dogfight between three 
Shooting Stars and three 
MIGS south of Namsi in 
northwest Korea. 


Fifth air force warplanes flew 


733 sorties (single flights) .by 
dusk, 
shooting 
up 
Communist 


transport and troops.

General Will 
Be Recalled, 
Writer Claims 


Truman Made Deal 
With Army Leader; 
Will Run, Report 


MIAMI. Fla. — (AP) —An 


NBC radio commentator re- 
ported t o d a y that Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower will be 
recalled from Europe in mid- 
summer of 1952 to be "avail- 
able" for nomination for 
president. 


"President Truman made a 


deal with Gen. Eisenhower to 
make Ike available for the 
presidential c a m p a i g n of 
1952;" the radio newsman, 
Merrill Mueller, wrote in the 
Quill, magazine published by 
Sigma Delta Chi, national 
honorary journalism frater- 
nity. 


He wrote that Eisenhower 


himself told him of the ar- 
rangement. 


"The chief executive told 


Ike that one Harry Truman 
did not want to be accused of 
exiling a potential powerful 
contender for the honors of 
the White House. 


"Ike told me this during a pri- 


vate meeting- in Denver last De- 
cember. 
None of our talks was 


off the record, but some of it must 
still be restricted at this time be- 
cause of the general's foreign com- 
mitments. 


"Ike told me—in contradiction 


to his written reply to my letters 
over the put'five years—that he 
would run in 1952 if drafted by- 
one or the political parties," Muel- 
ler continued. 


"About the same time, President 


Truman told friends around him in 
Washington—several of whom I 
have talked with since—that Ik* 
could have the presidency if he 
wanted it." 


Mueller, a former foreign cor- 


respondent now stationed by the 
National Broadcasting company in 
San Francisco, declared that, "Re- 
publicans are staking most of their 
hopes on the general but they are 
overlooking an obvious threat, 
that Ike could just as easily be- 
come the Democratic candidate." 


The text of his article was re- 


leased here by John T. Bills, man- 
aging editor of The Quill. 


PARIS — (AP) — Will General 


Eisenhower run for president of 
the United States next year ? And 
if he does will he be a Republican 
or a Democrat ? 


These questions keep cluttering 


up a big part of conversations 
about Ike here in Paris where he 
has the headquarters for his At- 
lantic army. 


Unofficially, 
one officer com- 


plained: "If we answered all the 
questions we get out of these poli- 
tical rumors we wouldn't get any- 
thing else done."

Administrator Franklin Richards. 


Low Cost Housing 


Atkinson 
said Memphis was 


chosen because of its central loca- 
tion and because several Memphis 
builders already have finished a 
large number of excellent apart- 
ments renting from $33 to $50 
monthly.

Heating System, Radiation 
Important to New, Old Homes 
M.

Installation 
and 
location 
of 


steam or hot water lines and re- 
turn pipes depends upon the type 
of radiator chosen for the house. 
The familiar cast iron free-stand- 
ing radiator may be installed un- 
der a window or against an out- 
side wall. 
If recessed into the 


wall, it must have at least one 
inch of insulation behind it. 
It 


should be painted with oil, not me- 
tallic paint,, because the metallic 
paint reduces the heat output by 
approximately one-sixth. Heat is 
thrown off from such a radiator 
largely by radiated heat waves. 


In a convetor 
type radiator, 


the steam or hot water is circu- 
lated through a small core to 
which are attached a number of 
Jiin fins. These metal plates are 
heated from the core and throw 
off heat as cold air moves up and 
over them. A convector radiator 
can be completely hidden in the 
wall with only a cold air intake 
frille and a warm air outlet above 
;he unit exposed, or it may be 
enclosed in a cabinet with open- 
ngs at top and bottom and placed 
in the room. The new baseboard 
radiation, in which steam or hot 
ivater circulates through an iron 
core and heats thn metal fins, is 
a type of convector. Such an in- 
stallation takes the place of a 
>aseboard and 
extends 
entirely 


along outside walls. 
Modernization of Heating Plants 
It is relatively simple to mod- 


ernize and improve the efficiency 
of any heating system

nstalled in an existing house. 


Thermal insulation has such a

On the Circuit Judgeship 


Someone writing a letter to the editor in the "Voice of 


the People" in The Telegraph the other night wanted to know 
if we were too small to go along with the majority. 


The answer is that we are too independent to accept 


without protest the nomination, of any but the best and 
strongest candidates for the bench. We feel that the courts 
are the only sure protection for freedom and justice for the 


, common man hi this country and we want to preserve the 
public confidence in the integrity of our courts. We also feel 
that the majority of the voters in Lee county would prefer 
to vote for Robert L. Bracken for judge. 


The letter writer also says, "If Lee county should lose a 


resident judge you can only blame yourself and your paper" 
and we wonder if the proper word is "blame" or "credit?" 
And if there is to be "blame" is not the blame to go to the 
organization that insisted upon ignoring the candidate (Mr. 
Bracken) whose many years of successful law practice and 
whose wide acquaintance over the judicial district and whose 
fine reputation as an able lawyer, well equipped to fill a posi- 
tion on the bench would have made him a stronger contestant 
for one of the three judgeships? It seems to us that the let- 
ter writer is confused when he cannot see that the endorse- 
ment of Mr. Bracken would have made certain that Lee 
County would have a resident judge. 


Misleading Muster 


The labor unions, especially the CIO, are fond of publish- 


ing the votes of U. S. lawmakers as firm proof of their atti- 
tudes on basic issues.

Use Hygenic Methods to 
Keep Scabies Localized

It conies as something of a. sur- 


prise to learn how many people 
are afflicted with the seven year 
itch. Mrs. R. writes, for example: 
''I think that three in my family 
have what is known as the seven 
year itch. What is the cause of 
this and what can be used to cure 
it?" 
A correspondent who signs 


"Interested Reader" asks 
why 


this is called the seven year itch 
and whether sunlight and fresh 
air will help. 


The correct name for this con- 


dition is scabies—named after the 
tiny insect which causes it, sar- 
coptes scabiei. I do not know how 
the name "seven year itch" came 
to be used, but it is probably be- 
cause the condition goes on for 
so long if it isn't treated. 


Anyway this little insect bur- 


rows into the skin and causes 
terrific irritation and itching. Fur- 
thermore the itch brings violent 
scratching, 
and this 
combined 


with unwise self-treatment pro- 
duces further skin irritation. 


Since an insect causes scabies, 


it means that the condition is

scabies. 
There are many other 


reasons for itching and an ac- 
curate diagnosis is essential. Sec- 
ond, there are several good treat- 
ments for scabies, but most of 
them may irritate the skin as well 
as kill the insect so it is not wise 
to try them without direction. 


But there are several prepara- 


tions which contain sulfur, D.D.T., 
rotenone. 
pyrethrum, 
benzoben- 


zoate or other chemicals which 
the insects causing scabies defi- 
nitely don't like. 
By means of 


one or more of these preparations 
scabies can almost always be 
cured—and by the use 
of 
hy- 


gienic methods it can be prevent- 
ed from spreading.

Freeze Raises Discard Problem 


"What is the proper way to 


discard when the pack is frozen?" 
asks a Kansas City fan. "Should 


ou play safe even if that means 


breaking 
up 
your 
hand? Or 


should you hold on to as many 
pairs as possible even 
if that 


means making a dangerous dis- 
card?" 


I wish I could give a simple an- 


swer to that question. I hate to 
keep saying, "It all depends. Yes; 
but, on the other hand, no." Un- 
fortunately, there is no simple 
answer. 


Before you plan your discards, 


you must ask yourself one very 
mportant question: Which side is 
going to get 
this discard pile 


eventually? 


At the very end of a hand, the 


chances are that nobody will get 
the pack. Then your object *is to 
discard safely at all cost. Of 
course you'd like to get the pack, 
but you don't dare to risk letting 
t get away from you. Therefore, 
>oth sides usually make the last 
few discards as though walking 
on eggs. 


When the pack is frozen early,, 


you must expect that one side or 
Jie other will get the pack sooner 
or later. 
You must decide im- 


mediately which side is the fav- 
orite. 


If your side is favored, you 


must strike a balance between 
safety 
and 
enterprise. 
You 


mustn't give the pack away with 
a careless discard, but it would 
be foolish to break your hand up 
entirely unless you have reason 
to believe that your partner will 
save the day for you. If you are 
quite sure that your side is fav- 
ored, you can afford to discard 
cards that match the melds of 
the enemy (when such discards 
are safe). 
You can even afford 


to toss wild cards into the pile. 
After all, they will 
eventually 


came back to you. 


If the opponents are favored to 


win the pile, keep that fact in 
mind. Throw only what you are 
willing to have the opponents pick 
up. It isn't at all safe to throw 
cards that match the enemy's 
melds. They will eventually get 
these cards and make canastas 
with them. 
It certainly is not 


safe to throw your wild cards in- 
to the pile. The opponents may 
thank you for such a fine pres- 
ent, but your partner will not.

4feides, tools or other supplies, home gardening advisors of the U. S 


Department of Agriculture suggest. 


The thousands of amateur gardeners in World War II—and for 


generations before—proved that a home garden can either benefit fam- 
ily diet, health and pocketbook or waste materials and money. Much 
depends on the gardener, on whether he goes at the job ia the proper 
way and sticks with it all season or has temporary "gardening fever,' 
then quits and let sthe weeds take over. Families who may move 
during the season, be away for 
long summer vacations, have long 
er working hours, or live at in 


Convenient distance from the gar 


den may be wise not to undertake 
it. 


Now 
before 
the 
gardening 


season begins is a good time to 
read up on the subject, discuss i' 
with successful local amateurs and 
learn how much time is required 
whether you have a location suite< 
to a profitable garden, 'the easiest 
vegetables to grow, and other 
questions that lead to success or

Plant for Vitamins 


When you've decided on having 
^ garden why not work out a vege- 


table plan for the year. This means 
allowing for generous amounts o: 
tomatoes, leafy vegetables, green 
and yellow vegetables and pota- 
toes. To estimate needs of any 
type or kind for the year, multiply 
the weekly requirement by 52. It 
!• wise to add -one-fourth to one- 
half, for a margin, in case of poor 
harvest and for family guests. If 
apace ia limited, you'll want to 


Consider those vegetables that fur- 


nish important nutrients generous- 
ly and that also produce gooc 
fields. In other words, a small 
garden takes more planning and 
smartness than a large one. 


The home garden can provide 


most of the vitamins A and C we 
need in the daily diet from early 
summer to late falL The vege- 
tables should be selected wisely 
and a good planting schedule set 


to asure production through- 


out the season. 


Tomatoes are a good source of 


vitamin C and are easy to adapt 
to menu plans. Radishes— one of 
the earliest vegetables, also, have 
a great deal of vitamin C. Cab- 
bage, green peppers and leafy 
vegetables can be counted on for 
•ome vitamin C — especially when 
they are used directly from the 
garden; served raw in tasty sal- 


All the green and yellow vege- 


tables are helpful in supplying the 
vitamin A quota. A wide variety 
of greens can be made available 
through the season by a good 
planting schedule. Early leaf let- 
tuce can be followed by beet and 
turnip greens, broccoli, chard and 
collards. 


Rolling Chores 


Many routine household jobs can 
rolled off to save time, lifting 


carrying simply by putting 


them on wheels or casters. For 
example, a rolling tray-table may 
carry meals from kitchen to dining 
table and then carry out the dish- 
es, may be used in laundry work, 
housecleaning, food preservation 
or even some outdoor gardening 
and painting work. 


The tea carts of the 20s went 


out of fashion because most were 


10 awkward 
or 
ornate. 
But 


treamlined models have returned 
in recent years to suit today's in- 
formal living and one-level houses. 
Small tables or stands may easily 
be converted to such use by in- 
stalling ball-bearing casters and 
a comfortable handle. Large wheel 
casters roll easier than small. If 
two of the four casters will lock, 
the table can roll or stand secure- 
ly, as desired. 
— The Department of Agriculture's 
"tep-saving kitchen 
includes a 


"planning desk" which actually is 
a drop-leaf table on casters so 
may double for extra work space 
when needed. When the leaves are 
raised, it is a 48-inch rolling table, 


useful for food -preservation, set- 
ting up salads or desserts when 
serving a group, a tea cart or mea 
table for two. 


A rolling table in the laundry 


often is more convenient. than a 
wall counter because it can be lo- 
cated wherever needed—beside the 
washer for sorting clothes, near 
the tubs for sprinkling the clothes 
and beside the ironing board to 
hold clothes before and after iron- 
ing. The clothes basket also needs 
to be on wheels or casters so that 
it can roll to and from- the clothes 
lines. 


Much housecleaning time anc 


effort are saved if supplies are 
asembled conveniently on a cart 
and then rolled from room to 
room. Cleaning cars used in hotels 
might offer suggestions to the 
home carpenter. 


Guide for Lampshades 


Cast a critical eye at your lamp- 


shades when making room im- 
provement plans for springtime 
Lamp shades that are shabby or 
out of date—and they're apt to be 
both by the time they are five 
years old—should be discarded or 
else re-covered with suitable mate- 
rials. 


Miss Joda McGaughey, home 


furnishings specialist, University 
of Illinois college of agriculture, 
gives the following guides for 
judging your present lamp shades 
or for selecting new ones. 


In order that the base of a lamp 


and its shade will appear as a unit, 
the two must agree in scale, line, 
texture and color, says Miss Mc- 
Gaughey. 


Proper scale is achieved when 


the effect seems neither base nor 
top-heavy; harmony of line or 
shape suggests that you wouldn't 
put a round shade on a square 
base; while the texture of a fine, 
dainty base calls for a delicate 
shade rather than one made of a 
rough fabric. 


In general, 


permit light 
should be white, near white, or 
pale, warm colors. When a base 
is colored, the shade may be trim- 
med with a few lines of the color 
in order to unify the two.

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Nation's Racketeers Face Federal Income Tax Crackdown 


Ralph Capone 
Only a Start 
Sources Claim 


Mobsters Employ 
Expert Talent to 
Keep Records 


WASHINGTON — (AP) — A 


natonwide federal tax crackdown 
on racketeers was reported shap- 
ing up rapidly today. Informed 
sources said the filing of criminal 
charges against Ralph Capone was 
only the beginning. Sources, ask- 
ing not to be named, said a vir- 
tual barrage of tax claims—with 
criminal charges attached in many 
cases—are in the making as re- 
sult of three years of intensive in- 
vestigations. 


Names were withheld, partly be- 


cause a tipoff to the quarry could 
cripple the drive, but it was made 
plain that some of the country's 
most notorious undenvorldlings are 
tagged for tax actions, and soon. 


Capone, brother of the late Chi- 


cago gang-king Al Capone, was 
described as merely the first na- 
tionally known figure to be accus- 
ed in the 1951 drive. 


Two More Filed*1 


A few days before filing three 


criminal charges against him, how- 
ever, the revenue bureau slapped 
heavy recovery claims on two 
Washington men with fortunes al- 
legedly built on gambling enter- 
prises, and a like claim for nearly 
$1,000,000 on the estate of an- 
other. 


This was against the estate of 


the late James La Fontaine, who 
left over $1,000,000 m a strong box 
in his Washington home when he 
died recently. The charges against 
Capone carry possible jail terms 
totaling 16 years. 


One of the Washington men, 


Sam Beard, was indicted at the 
same time and an effort was plan- 
ned for a criminal 
indictment 


against the other, Emmitt War- 
ring. Lacking a countrywide repu- 
tation, these men had gone un- 
mentioned in a senate crime com- 
mittee probe. 


The action against Capone stem- 


med directly from the initial fed- 
eral use, in 1930, of the tax laws 
to jail hoodlums who had avoided 
conviction on other scores. Ralph 
got a three-year sentence then and 
his brother, Al, who died in 1947, 
was later sent up for a 1^-year 
term. 


Harder Now 


Revenue officials say that catch- 


ing mobsters in the tax trap is 
much harder now than in 1930, 
when they laid themselves wide 
open by filing no income tax re- 
turns although lavish 
spending 


gave clear proof of unreported in- 
come. 


Even in those days, it took long, 


tareful investigation—three years 
ba the case of the Capone gang— 
to work up the airtight type of 
ease the government likes to have 
before it takes criminal charges 
before a jury. 


Today, with 
many racketeer 


groups keeping elaborate books 
that are hard to get behind and 
employing accountants to prepare 
their tax returns, working up 
cases is tougher than ever. The 
bureau has more than 400 investi- 
gators now assigned exclusively 
to checking on racketeers' taxes.
